Judge Vincent Clifford, Age 63. Lo* 
caily Related, Expires at His 
Home in Indianapolis 


FUNERAL TO BE HELD MONDAY 


Deceased Was an Uncle of Harry 
Clifford and Mrs. Ed Billings of 
This City 


Judge Vincent Clifford, age sixty- 
three years, who died at his home 
in Indianapolis Friday, 
was 
bom 
and reared in Glenwood and was an 
uncle of Mrs. Ed Billings, 220 East 
Eighth street, and 
H arry 
Clifford, 
living a short distance northeast of 
the city. 


Judge Clifford died following only 
a week’s illness with influenza. Bu r­ 
ial w ill take place in Crown H ill ce­ 
metery, Indianapolis, following fun­ 
eral services to be held at the home 
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock, with 
members of the Oriental Lodge, F. 
and A. M., in charge of the ritual­ 
istic services. Until about a week 
ago, Judge Clifford, who presided in 
Superior Court 4, was on the bench, 
devoting much of his time to study­ 
ing the evidence 
in 
the 
stenotypc 
ompauy receivership suit. 


Judge Clifford, who was bom at 
Glenwood May 14, 1857, the son of 
ohn and Nancy 
Clifford, 
received 
lis early education near his home, 
but later was graduated at Short- 
ridge high school, Butler college and 
1 he American Central law school. He 
was admitted to the bar in 1883. In 
914. he was elected judge. In 1900, 
le was named census supervisor suid 
in 1905, elected a member of the In- 
iana Legislature. He was a member 
of the Beta Theta 
P i 
Fraternity, 
and took an active interest in 
that 
fraternity after his college days had 
ended. He was a member of the O r­ 
iental lodge, F. and A. M., and also 
member of the Christian church.

Vustin. Judge Clifford 
is

This Committee, made up of U n i­ 
ted States Senators, literary 
men 
and men with international 
reputa­ 
tions in the business world, has since 
been in operation— all of the mem­ 
bers devoting a large part of their 
time to the 
work, 
realizing 
the 
great importance of the 
work— for 
they know that the need for relief is 
great. Morgan IL O’Brien, probably 
one of the greatest lawyers in this 
Omintry today, is chairman of the 
National Committee and that John 
J. Pullevn, president of one of New 
York’s largest banks, is treasurer. 
The names of the other members of 
the committee 
are 
likewise 
well 
known to all. 


A cable from 
Director 
France, 
who heads the 
Friends 
committee 
which is at work in Ireland reliev­ 
ing distress, is cited to show the ac­ 
tual need which exists in that coun­ 
try. 


Director 
France 
reported 
that 
members of the unit have investigat­ 
ed conditions in several cities, in­ 
cluding Dublin, Belfast, Lisburn and 
Cork and in 
Counties 
Longford, 
Roscommon, Westmeath, Sligo 
and 
Leitrim , and it is estimate that $50,- 
000 a week is necessary for 
emer­ 
gency relief work, alone.

Neither 
does the ideal lover exist there. 
The 
Ameriean 
girl 
movie-tan 
whose one thrill in life is to see her

would die o f emotional inanition in 
twenty -four hours in Italy . 
What complicates the situation is 
that the “ ideal 
over” 
in 
Italian 
film-land “ aint” . In fact, lie’s every ­ 
thing to the contrary . lie is alway s 
a chap who having won the love o f 
.the heroine o f 
the 
film 
promptly 
falls in love with No. 2 (in the event 
he wasn’t already in love with her 
before he married the heroine) and 
such a lover as that would never go 
down the throats o f fair Ameriean 
film fans. On the other hand any 
other kind wouldn’t go 
down

throats o f Italian lady film wo rsh ip ­ 
pers.

Automobile Legislation 
Many worthwhile laws were pass­ 
ed by the 
session 
of the Indiana 
legislature just « dosed, and a few 
which were not for the best inter­ 
ests of m otorists were k illed. 
The members of the general as­ 
sembly 
exercised 
good 
judgment 
when they gav e their sanction to a 
bill which required barriers Ik* placed 
at each end of all highways 
tic­ 
ca use many accidents, some of them 
serious, could hav e b« *ert av oided 
if 
this policy had always l>een follow­ 
ed by road contractors and highway 
officials. 
The law mak es it mandatory the.* 
the road shall be <d« sed with b ar­ 
riers, and also prov ides 
that 
red 
lights shall be displayed at night so 
that danger of automobile 
driv ers 
running into the barriers will be re-i 
mov ed. 
Another 
prov ision of thv 
measure requires that detour""signs 
shall be place« ! all the way round, 
so that the driv er will not be lost 
and can easily get hack to the road 
which is closed. 
The law applies to all state, coun­ 
ty and township roads. 
It is legis­ 
lation which 
lias 
been needed for 
many 
years, 
especially 
in recent 
years when automobile 
trav el 
has 
increased so rapidly. Too often au ­ 
tomobile 
trav elers 
in 
a 
strange 
country 
hav e lost their way com­ 
pletely 
and hav e suffered needless 
delay because of the negligence of 
road officials through their failure 
to erect barriers 
where roads 
are 
closed 
and to put up detour signs. 
Cases an' recalled where roads with 
bridges out hav e been left open and 
serious accidents hav e resulted. 
Many 
other 
laws pertaining to 
automobiles and automobile driv ing 
were enacted, not the least impor­ 
tant of which is one increasing the 
penalty for stealing automobiles so 
that the minimum now is three years 
instead of six months. The original 
bill prov ided that the court could not 
suspend the sentence imposed on an 
automobile thief, but his clause was 
strick en out.

torists should be duly thank ful 
is 
one tak ing from <*onstables and jus- 
t ’cos of the

in cities of flic 
first and second class, the author-i 
it v to enforce motor v ehicle regula­ 
tions.

prey on motorists, causing their a r­ 
rest for the slightest technical

fense when the driv er was not aware 
of the regulation. These human v ul­

been the bane of many automobile 
owners.

the signs; and the county pays for 
the signs and posts and k eeps them 
maintained after they are set.

of obstructions at 
road intersections is also regarded as 
progressiv e legislation. 
The law prov iding fo r the patrol 
mainienan<‘e of main trav eled county

k eeping up 
highways. It giv es the county com ­ 
missioners authority to increase the 
salary of the county highway sup­ 
erintendent and to pay more 
for la- 
l>or and teams when

they are properly 
enforce« !, 
and owners of automo­ 
biles who are interested in these new

nerve, a tru sty revolver and a hit 
of American blu ff scared of a P o­ 
lish mob and rescu ed 500 exchan­ 
ged German p risoners, inbou nd from 
Poland, leaked ou t here today. 
The American was Cap t. Stettler 
over six feet tall, born in Jop lin, Mo. 
a globe trotter, with no knowledge 
of what fear means. 
The incident occu rred du ring the 
Polish ou tbreak in Up p er Silesia last 
year. 
Stettler, then asociated with 
Col. Goodyear of Bu ffalo. N. Y., on 
the American coal commission, was 
help ing Goodyear to clear u p the u p ­ 
rising. Tie had been across the line 
into Poland, located p risoners drag­ 
ged off by the Poles, 
and 
also 
a 
large grou p of men, women and chil­ 
dren long interned in the same camp . 
Having had good 
relations 
with 
both the German 
and Polish sides, 
Stettler was able to indu ce the Pol­ 
ish commandant to su rrender 
the 
p risoners; as 
the 
basis for later 
negotiations 
toward 
an armistice. 
With difficu lty 
lie obtained a train 
for the refu gees, and had reached 
the bonier line where the hatred 1k»- 
tween and Germans was p articu larly 
hitler. 


A mob collected as the train p u ll­ 
ed in. Each car bore an American 
flag. The crowd grew viciou s, th reat­ 
ening to m assacre the whole grou p 
of p risoners. 
Ilcre is where 
the %cap tain, the 
American 
flag, 
the nerve and the 
blu ff come in. 
Taking a Polish interp reter with 
him, and carrying a little American 
flag in one hand and his revolver 
in the other, he p roceeded to tell the 
Polish 'leader something. 
“This train 
is u nder 
American 
p rotection,” 
he said, 
“ and if you 
shoot u p on it, you are shooting at 
America. T hat means not only that 
America will shu t off all the 
food 
su p p lies she’s been sending you here 
in Poland, bu t it means that she’ll 
send an army to avenge 
this act. 
And, I’ll shoot the 
first 
man who 
makes a move.” 
The cold cou rage— and the trace 
of good American blu ff— had its ef­ 
fect. The crowd growled a bit, and 
seemed fo r a moment hesitant and. 
then backed down. 
And Stettler still carrying his flagj 
and revnfveh ’stAoil' oA tie *p latfAfm 
as the train headed into Germany—- 
u nmolested.
